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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT. 


The  foregoing  report  we  respectfully  submit  to  the  in- 
habitants of  Alton,  containing  a  synopsis  of  our  financial 
transactions  the  past  official  year. 

The  expense  of  the  repair  of  summer  highways  exceeds 
the  tax  by  some  $900.  The  heavy  rains  of  last  spring 
caused  the  roads  to  be  in  a  very  bad  condition,  and  even 
before  the  tax  was  assessed  extensive  repairs  had  to  be 
made  in  several  districts.  Four  bridges  have  been  repaired 
ed,  and  as  many  more  culverts  have  been  partially  or  en- 
tirety rebuilt.  The  one  at  the  Bay  was  the  most  expensive 
of  any,  costing  over  $100. 

The  cost  of  school  books  and  school  supplies  was 
$228.42,  of  which  there  was  no  appropriation  made  at  the 
last  annual  meeting.  As  there  was  but  a  small  sum  of 
money  in  the  treasury,  we  were  under  the  necessity  of  hir- 
ing $1300  to  pay  for  schools,  school  books,  and  for  labor  on 
the  new  highway,  $600  of  which,  however,  has  since  been 
paid;  and  three  other  notes  against  the  town,  amounting, 
principal  and  interest,  to  $2424.44,  have  also  heen  paid.

School    Report 


In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  public  statutes,  the 
School  Board  take  pleasure  in  transmitting  their  fifth  anuual  re- 
port. The  whole  amount  of  money  raised  by  tax  for  the  support 
of  schools  was  $1,050.00;  amount  of  literary  fund,  $212.03; 
amount  of  railroad  tax  appropriated  for  schools,  $200.00  ;  un- 
expended balance  of  the  appropriation  for  the  year  ending  March 
1,  1890,  $12.12;  entire  amount  of  school  revenue,  $1,474.15. 
The  expenses  for  the  year  have  been,  $1,462.15.  The  expendi- 
tures include:  Teachers'  salaries,  including  board,  $1,404.25; 
fuel,  $30.80 ;  miscellaneous,  $14.04 ;  conveyance  of  scholars, 
$13.00.  There  have  been  thirty-two  terms  of  school  during  the 
year,  taught  by  seventeen  different  teachers,  one  male  and  sixteen 
females.  Whole  number  of  different  scholars  registered,  228  ; 
number  that  studied  arithmetic,  172  ;  algebra,  15  ;  grammar,  80  ; 
geography,  91  ;  history,  31  ;  physiology,  26  ;  geometry,  7  ;  read- 
ing and  spelling,  228. 

School  No.  1.— Morrison. 

Two  terms,  taught  by  Miss  Lena  B.  Shaw  of  Strafford.  Whole 
number  of  scholars,  5  ;  average  attendance,  4.  The  first  term 
was  eight  weeks  and  the  second  five  weeks. 

School  2. — Stockbridoe  Corner. 

Summer  term  of  seven  weeks,  and  fall  term  of  six  weeks,  both 
taught  by  Miss  Luella  Crockett.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  17  ; 
average  attendance,  14. 

School  No.  3.- — Village. 

Summer  term  of  eight  weeks,  taught  by  Josiah  Dearborn  of 
Effingham  ;  fall  term  of  eight  weeks  taught  by  Miss    Ida  M.    L. 
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Young' of  Great  Falls.  Number  of  scholars  registered  for  the  first 
term,  31  ;  average  attendance,  23  ;  second  term,  29  ;  average  at- 
tendance, 25.  The  Primary  department  was  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  Miss  Carrie  A.  Lang.  Whole  number  of  scholars  registered,, 
34  ;  average  attendance,  28. 

School  No.  4. — Bennett. 

Miss  Martha  A.  Norris  of  Rochester  had  charge  of  the  summer 
term  and  Miss  Edith  A.  Mooney  of  Newport  the  fall  term.  Whole 
number  of  scholars  registered,  8  ;  average  attendance  8.  The 
summer  term  was  seven  weeks  and  the  fall  term  six  weeks. 

School  No.  5. — Gore. 

Summer  and  fall  terms  both  taught  by  Miss  Ethehyn  M.  Price  of 
Laconia.  Number  of  pupils  registered,  15;  average  attendance, 
12,    The  first  term  was  seven  weeks  and  the  second  six  weeks. 

School  No.  6. — Clough. 

Effie  L.  Shaw,  teacher.  Summer  term  seven  weeks ;  winter 
term  six  weeks.     Number  of  scholars,  7  ;  average   attendance,  7' 

School  No.  7.— Lang. 

Both  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Ora  Whitney  of  Farmington. 
The  summer  term  was  seven  weeks  and  the  fall  term  six.  Num- 
ber of  scholars,  7  ;  average  attendance,  7. 

School  No.  8. — (McDuffee  and  Varney  united.) 

The  first  and  second  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Hattie  I.  Pul- 
sifer  of  Milton,  in  the  McDuffee  schoolhouse  and  the  third  term 
taught  by  the  same  teacher  in  the  Varney  schoolhouse.  Whole 
number  of  scholars,  24  ;  average  attendance,  22. 

School  No.  9. — Gilman's  Corner. 

One  term  of  seven  weeks ;  taught  by  Miss  Ada  E.  Hurd. 
Whole  number  of  pupils  registered,  10  ;  average  attendance,  6. 
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School  No.  10. — East  Alton. 

Summer  term  of  seven  weeks  ;  taught  by  Miss  Maud  Hurd. 
Number  of  scholars  registered,  12  ;  average  attendance,  10.  Fall 
term  of  six  weeks  taught  by  the  same  teacher. 

School  No.  11. ---Bay. 

Summer  term  of  seven  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Gertie  B.  Glidden 
of  Gilford  ;  fall  term  of  seven  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Abbie  Cate 
of  Wolfeborough.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  29  ;  average  at- 
tendance, 27. 

School  No.  12.— Loon  Cove. 

Summer  term  of  seven  weeks  ;  taught  by  Miss  Carrie  Morse. 
Whole  number  of  scholars,  7  ;  average  attendance,  6.  The  fall 
term  was  taught  by  Miss  Bertha  Boynton. 

School  No.  13. — West  Alton. 

Summer  and  fall  terms  both  taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  Glidden  of 
Gilford.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  6  ;  average  attendance,  5. 
The  first  term  was  kept  in  the  lower  schoolhouse,  and  the  second 
term  in  the  upper  schoolhouse. 

School  No.  14. — Mountain. 

One  term  of  thirteen  weeks  ;  taught  by  Miss  Sadie  Brewster  of 
Wolfeborough.  Whole  number  of  scholars^  10  ;  average  attend- 
ance, 9. 

School  No.  1"). — Davis. 

One  term  of  thirteen  weeks  ;  taught  by  Miss  Carrie  Morse. 
Whole  number  of  scholars  registered,  11  ;  average  attendance,  9. 

A  general  desire  for  the  prosperity  of  our  schools,  and  a  willing- 
ness to  be  taxed  for  that  purpose,  was  manifested  at  the  last 
annual  meeting,  when  the  district  voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  eight 
hundred  dollars  in  addition  to  that  required  by  law ;  and  if  the 
record  of  that  vote  had  been  returned  in  season  to  have  had  the 
tax  assessed,  we  should  have  had  about  twenty-three  hundred  dol- 
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Iars  for  the  support  of  schools  the  past  year,  instead  of  a  little 
over  fourteen  hundred  dollars.  We  have  done,  however,  the  best 
we  could  considering  the  small  amount  of  money  that  we  had  to 
work  with.  During  the  year  several  changes  have  taken  place 
among  the  teachers.  In  the  grammar  school,  Mr.  Dearborn 
resigned  his  position  at  the  close  of  the  summer  term,  and  Miss 
Ida  M.  L.  Young  of  Great  Falls  was  elected  to  supply  the  place 
thus  left  vacant.  Miss  Carrie  Lang  was  elected  in  the  spring  as 
teacher  of  the  primary  school,  and  had  charge  of  that  depart- 
ment both  terms.  Misses  Bennett,  French  and  Bickford,  who 
taught  the  Gore,  McDuifee  and  Mountain  schools  last  year,  were 
succeeded  respectively  by  Misses  Price,  Pulsifer  and  Brewster. 
There  has  been  a  school  at  the  Bay  the  past  year  and  also  on 
what  was  formerly  districts  Nos.  4  and  20,  now  known  as  the 
Bennett  and  Lang  schools.  All  the  other  schools  have  been  kept 
at  the  same  places  as  last  year. 

Good  work  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year,  in  all  of  the 
schools  in  town  and  much  credit  is  due  both  teachers  and  scholars 
for  the  interest,  zeal  and  energy  they  have  brought  to  their  work. 
The  closing  exercises  in  some  of  the  schools  were  very  interesting 
and  were  a  credit  to  teacher  and  pupils.  We  are  happy  to  bear 
witness  to  the  general  fidelity  of  our  teachers  who  have  been  dili- 
gent and  untiring  in  their  efforts  and  fully  alive  to  the  importance 
and  responsibility  of  this  work.  The  success  of  our  schools  de- 
pend greatly  upon  the  teachers,  and  it  is  as  necessary  that  teach- 
ers should  be  persons  of  good  behavior  as  that  they  should  be 
well  versed  in  all  the  various  branches  taught  in  the  schoolroom. 
Undignified  conduct,  coarse  manners,  fretfulness,  anger  and  fool- 
ish language,  are  all  injurious  to  the  interests  of  good  education, 
and  are  faults  which  teachers,  especially,  should  guard  against. 
Children  are  quick  observers.  They  are  certain  to  discover  faults 
and  errors  of  conduct  in  a  teacher  wherever  these  exist,  and  they 
feel  the  evil  influence  which  these  faults  exert.  They  are  also  cer- 
tain to  discover  and  admire  whatever  virtues  may  exist  in  a  teach- 
er's character.  To  select  a  good  man  or  woman  to  occupy  the 
teacher's  desk,  is  a  matter  to  be  regarded  as  of  the  utmost  im- 
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portance.  Of  the  various  branches  that  have  been  taught  the 
past  year,  physiology  has  received  more  than  the  usual  amount  of 
attention.  Writing  has  been  practiced  to  a  large  extent  in  every 
school,  and  map-drawing  has  been  successfully  taught  in  several. 
The  registers  show  a  list  of  eighty-four  different  names  of  schol- 
ars who  have  not  been  absent  or  tardy  a  half-day  of  a  term. 
Two  hundred  and  seventy  visits  have  been  made  by  parents  and 
citizens. 

After  five  years'  trial  of  the  town  system,  it  remains  for  you  to 
decide  whether  you  will  continue  under  that  system  or  go  back  to 
the  district  system  again.  The  school  money  is  now  divided 
among  the  different  schools  so  as  to  give  equal  privileges  to  all. 
This  never  occured  under  the  old  law.  The  school  board  have 
made  several  attempts  to  unite  the  schools,  but  have  met  with  but 
little  success.  There  is  but  one  way  to  consolidate  our  schools, 
and  that  is  by  moving  several  of  the  schoolhouses.  The  number 
of  schools  would  then  be  reduced  to  about  ten,  or  twelve  at  the 
most.  By  so  doing  we  would  have  a  third  more  schooling  than 
we  now  have  for  the  same  money.  We  leave  this  matter  for  your 
careful  consideratien  and  for  you  to  act  upon  as  you  think  best. 
As  the  town  now  furnishes  all  of  the  text-books  we  think  it 
would  be  well  for  you  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  provide 
each  schoolroom  with  a  book-case.  These  need  not  be  expensive 
at  all,  and  it  would  be  a  great  convenience  to  scholars,  as  they 
would  then  have  their  books  at  the  commencement  of  the  school. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  there  has  been  nothing  raised  for  re- 
pair of  school  buildings  for  the  past  four  years.  There  are  several 
houses  that  are  very  much  out  of  repair,  and  sufficient  appropria- 
tions for  repairing  the  same  should  be  made  at  the  annual 
meeting.
